foods. or breathe In dusts or 
pollens fo which ‘they are sensl- 
tive, ‘It is this excessive hista- 
mine that causes tho, allergic 
reaction. 


“There are cerfain drugs which - 


are ‘capable of diminishing or 
preventing. the effects of the 
histamine. These are called 
antihistaminic drugs. When ad- 
ministered to patients, all, of 
these’ . preparations produc 
almilar results, They -differ, 
however, in several minor ways: 
in the. renctlons which they 
may produce. For example, 
some of them’mnay produce moro 
drowsiness than others, Some, 
on the other hand, may producg 
-{ wakefulness, 


*. “Allergy Symptoms 


None of these substances acts 
very‘ rapidly, according to Dr 
David F. . Marsh of West Vir- 
ginia University. Furthermore, 
they will not prevent the symp- 
toms of the allergy; they. can 
be used merely to, overcome or 
reduce‘these symptoms . once 
they have oppeared. 


Relic! of symptoms has been 
noted jin such conditions as 
hives and hay fever, both the 
kind that occurs in autumn ond 
those which occur .the year 
round, ‘In many cases of itch- 
ing, .these) preparations have 
been. found useful. Also, in 
some Instances, the patlent with 
asthmo or cczema has been 
benefited. On ithe other hand, 
these preparations do not secm 
to do 2 great deal of good’ in 
cases of rhigraine, although 
these paticnts may be helped. 
Some . doctors | believe 
migraine {s due to allergy. - 

Given - by Mouth : 

Capsules or tablets of these 
preparations . are given. by 
mouth. The ‘dose. varies, : of 
course, with the ‘age of the 

patient and ‘the preparation ¢m- 
Poyed. it would not seem ad- 
visable that these ‘drugs be 
given’ for longer. than. ejght 
weeks at n time. . 


: Patients who are made sleepy, 


dizzy, or nervous by these drugs 
should not; while they are using 
these preparations, ‘undertake 
activities, requiring close atten- 
tlon or alertness, such s driving 
a car, 


Other’ reactions may include 


mental- confusion,— weakness,--or- ol 


even fainting. There may also 


or 
vomiting. 

There can be no doubt that 
these preparations have a great 
desl of usefulness, but they 
should be employed only under 
the director of a physician. .
